As forecasted heretofore in the 
columns of the Keatnoky Irish j 
lean, the much v adrartlasd algalag 
of tha eovaaaat of rsslstsace to 
home mle at Mfast last Batarday 
ended without the necessity of oaU- 
ing in the police, or rather the 
militia, which were on hand in bar- 
racks ready to put down any riot 
s«tjartpd by the Oratigemen I'hp 
good temper of the Nationalists and 
the Catholics of Belfast prevented 
bloodahed and, except for a few 
bmlaed heada and ahlns which re- 
sulted from the display of a few 
green flags after a football game, the 
city of Ulster was as quiet as or- 
dinary. Orangemen dfd not go about 
breaking the windows of Catholics 
and there was more nioderation dis- 
played than usual at an Orange gath- 
ering. 

This gives rise to a well founded 
rumor that Sir Bdward Caraon, the 

Unionist leader, has becoiQe heartily 

ashamed of the spectacle the Orange- 
men of Helfast and of Ulster gen- 
erallv were making of themselves In 
resisting home rule through unlaw- 
ful methods — to wit, attempting to 
stule free epeech and by destroying 
the private property of their neigh- 
bors, to aay nothing of their threats 
to physically resist the acts of Par- 
liament creating a home rule Oov- 
urni'ienl. Sir Kdward Carson was 
liini-elf onie the Chief Crown Prose- 
cutor for the Coercionist Govern- 
ment and earned his promotion 
through seenrlag the conviction of 
Nallonallst leaders for slleged of- 
fenses against law and order. This 
gives him pause before endorsing the 
attit^i^»^^^^gUI|^j^ob^and he 

slow. 

Tl\p Belfast ili incuisiration took o'fi 
Ihe nature of a quasi-religious move- 
ment, whereas it was ezpecte^ to be 
military and physically demonstra- 
tive. It is stated in the cable- 
grams and press dispatches that the 
fact of the signing of the covenant 
was made to he a religious obliga- 
tion had a restraining influence upon 
the Orangemen. 

Sir Edward Caraon was the first 
to sign the solemn covenant of the 
IJlstermdn, which binds them "to 
use all the meana that may be found 
necessary to defeat the present con- 
spiracy to set lip home rule in Ire- 
land." and also to refuse lo r. •cognize 
the authority of an Irish Parliament. 
He was followed by many men who 
have become noted leadera In the 
campaign against home rule, and 
these were succeeded by thoosands 
of the rank and file of the Orange- 
men and ITnionlsts in the northern 
province of Ireland. 

lielidioiis services preceded the 
signing of thp covenant and services 
of a similar nature wars hald in 
many churches. 'Uadoahtsdly the 
arrangements which had been made, 
whereby the signing of the document 
waa treated as a solemn religious 
obligation, exercised a restraining 
Influence on the liellii-ose Orange- 
men, while tile liniiiorous view taken 
of the ceremony by the Nationalists 
tended to diminish their teaUags of 
hostility. 

A semi-military aspect was Hot 
lacking la the religious meeting, tha 

dispatches say, nara were to have 
been l.UOd guards at hOBOr, but only 
200 picked stalwarts showed up. 
They wore brigiit sashes, acted as 
guarda of honor, standing around 
the pulpit. The aervlce was opened 
with the hymn "O Ood, Our Help in 
Ages Past," after which a short 
prayer was offered and an appeal 
made to the Almighty to "stretch 
forth thy arms and help us in this 
time of national danger." The firat 
leaaon waa taken from laalah, xzvL, 
l->: "We 'have a atrong city." etc 
Tha Rev. w. MoLaaa said tha Irish 
question at bottom was a war agalast 
Protestantism and an aMempt to es- 
tablish Roman Catholic ascendency 
in Ireland and to begin the disinte- 
gration of the British empire. In 
the afternoon there was a march 
paat of the members of the Unionist 
clubs, all in ful regalia, with bands 
playlag patriotic airs. Sir Bdward 
OarsoB aad his prlaelpal supporters 
reviewed the procession from the 
windows of the Unionist Club. 

Why a guard of honor should 
stand around a pulpit while the Rev. 
McLean was Invoking the aid of the 
Almighty to prevent Ireland — pre- 
sumably Mr. McLoaa's own eoua- 
try — from gaining its political free- 
dom is past understaadiag, but no 
one pretends to understand the 
ca\ui (in». of an Orangemen. 

By no means was the Belfast dem- 
onstration anything like in import- 
ance to what it was tnteadad to be, 
and the commeats of tha Bwglisb and 
American press are to the effect that 
Ulster Unionists can not withstand 
the onward March for hom<< rule for 
Ireland. In fact nearly half of 
Ulster Calhulic and Protuslant, Is 
patriotic— that is for the political 
naads* of their country. As Mr.

only tha Oraags *elemSBt la Ulster 
snd a few outside of this orgaain- 
tloa are ssrioasiy opposing home 
rule. To say that home role means 
Catholic ascendancy In Irelend, aa 
Rev. W. McLean preached at the 
Belfast meeting. Is absurd. The fact 
Is there Is Protestant ascendency In 
Ireland now everi'wbere. Although 
•0 per cent, of Uie inhabitanta are 
Catholics', statistics show that more 
thaa 71 Bsr cent, of the official poal- 
tlOBS Sre'^illPd by Protest ants. 

To sum up: The home rule move- 
ment has nothing to fear from the 
Unionists and Orangemen of Belfast 
and outer parts of Ulster. Their 
threats about never submitting to the 
domination of aa Irish Parliamsat Is 
regarded by observant men as all 
brag and bluster. When the time 
conies for home rule, and that will, 
please God, bp shortly, the Orange- 
men will submit because they will 
have to do so in the face of con- 
atituted authority. They have no 
moral ground to Stand npon. Fight- 
ing against the political ascendancy 
of their own cohntry they are not 
respected by the men of Kngland or 
of any other country. They may 
cavort around and threaten to 
"throw the crown into the Boyne" 
and all that, but sensible men laugh 
at them. 

Evidently theVlrst great idea to 
keep up the delwon of a grim, do> 
termined Ulster las been abandoned 
and the reslsteap hereafter will ha 
only for effect.

To 
recur to Father White's work, which 
is the main thing in this brief re- 
sume of St. Frances of Rome congre- 
gation, it is interesting and impor- 
tant to recall that tha p r sss a t rsctor 
built the church now In use and 
has aspirations to build another and 
much larger. 

.\11 of us are apt to forget the 
\ K issitiules which our forebears suf- 
fered In order that the faith might 
be planted in the wilderneaa. , It was 
almost in the wilderness that Father 
White, In 1SS7, first astabUshad the 
Church of St. Franeea of Rome, at 
Payne street and Cavewood avenue, 
tb ■ preaent beautiful location of the 
church and parochial school. At that 
time there were but u dozen families 
who attended al St. Frances. At the 
end of fifteen years there were but 
fifteen families. Today he has 
ivn familiaa attendaat upon his 
parish. Thla la wonderful work, 
and must certainly be appreciated by 
the Right Reverend Blahop and those 
in higher authority. 

A word or two about Father .White 
will not be amlas. Finishing his 
classical stadlee in Ireland be came 
to Americs in his young manhood, 
and entering the clas s es of St. Jo- 
seph's College at Bardatown ac- 
quitted himself with credit In philo- 
sophical accompllahmAits, Hia theo- 
logical atudies were finished at 
Preeton Park Seminary. He was or- 
dained priest June 26, 1881. His 
first three years In the ministry were 
spent in the mlssloas of Casey 
county, aad his labora there are not 
yet forgottaa. 

In 1884 Father White went abroad 
for recreation and study. Upon bts 
return, in 1886, he was honored by 
the Right Rev. Bialiop McCloskey, 
himself a distinguished scholar, in 
being appointed to the chair of 
classics in St. Joseph's College at 
Bardstown. He filled this position 
with credit to himself aad to the 
college, until he was commanded by 
Ihe Hir.hr He\ Bishop, In lltT, tO 
assume the pastorate of the new 
cuugregatlon of St. Frances of Rome. 
HU work there is too well known to 
dwell upon. Father WhlU is a 
gentlenian of engaging nersonality. 
Although he has labored loag la the 
pastoral field he looks young, even 
boyish.
